Audience and Council agreed 
that it is the dog owners who are 
responsible for ‘“‘nuisances” on 
lawns of neighbors, parks, play- 
grounds, etc.; for dogs running 
loose and for the noise problem 
caused by barking. 

Control Officer John Sawers 
said that of the 1,200 licensed 
dogs in Albany, 350 or 60 are do- 
ing the damage. The others are 
in their own yards. He said he 
maybe wouldn’i have to issue ci- 
tations if people knew they would 
receive citations for What they 
are doing today. He said he be 
lieved the revised ordinance 
would be a good thing. 

Five letters, including one 
from Duluth, Minn., had been re- 
ceived.
